“T bave been surprised,” he continued, 
“in my travels through Canada, and 
especially through western Canada, at 
the wonderful development and pros- 
perity of the country, and I] have noted 
how strong the feeling is for the British 
empire and the strong feeling to stick 
to Britain to the end, 

“We have read that the British em- 
Tire was more an idea than a reality, 
but we have come to believe that Great 
Tiritain is the decisive factor in this 
Freat question.”

James Ramsey, gave a splendid ad- 
dress on “The aims and work of our 
association.” He sald, in part: 

“There has never been a period in 
history when, as today, great world 
events came closer to the daily lives, 
the practical business and the hopes, 
ambitions and fears of people in all 
walks, There is scarcely a business 
throughout the country that does not 
need itnmediate readjustment, It may 
not be radical in most cases, but It will 
be enough in many instances to make 
the difference between profit and loss, 
between success and failure, 

“The general expectation is that the 
war, into which the whole of Europe 
and our own Canada has been plung- 
ed unexpectedly, will be short, but there 
is no clear-cut line of reasoning lead- 
ing to that conclusion at this time, We 
think, however, that additional light 
will be thrown upon this vital question 
by the events of the next few weeks, 

“At this time, as at no other time 
previously, it is necessary—it is im- 
perative—that our business men 
should be alert and should think quick- 
ly. It is equally important not to be 
led into false moves, Each man must 
analyze his ewn business, make up his 
mind whether he will garner benefits 
or suffer reverses, and take steps at 
once to meet the situation, 

“I feel that we have every reason to 
be optimistic as to the effect of the 
war upon Canadian agriculture and the 
industries which cater largely to agri- 
cultural interests. Banking conditions 
are sound. Our craft on the financial 
seas were already steering cautiously 
and shortened sail when the war start- 
ed. 

“The European war, in which Can- 
ada is destined to play an important 
part, has brought forcibly to the minds 
of many people the fact that cities 
alone do not make a nation. The re- 
turn-to-the-land movement is stronger 
today than ever, We see it right here 
in Edmonton, in the vicinity ef which 
preparations are being made to open 
thousands of acres of virgin soil. We 
claim that some credit for this is due 
to the Edmonton Industrial associa- 
tion, which has centered its efforts 
since its founding upon the develop- 
ment of the agricultural districts tri- 
butary to this city, Our work has met 
with success, probably larger than 
could be reasonably expected in the 
short period of seven months, 

“Permit me to draw your attention 
‘to a few of the other things we have 
laccomplished since the beginning of 
the year:

GERMANS SWARM COUNTRY 
LIKE A VAST ANT HEAP 


Keeping Men Together Under 
Circumstances New in His- 
tory of Warfare. 


London, Sept. 3-—VPhillips Gibbs 
wires the London Chronicle from 
France: 


“IT have scen the superb confidence of 
French regiments rushing up to sup- 
port their left wing and the magnifi- 
cent confidence of the men, who, after 
the horrors of the battlefield every day 
since Saturday, with many previous 
fights and with the full consciousness 
that they are always retiring, still say, 
“We shall win; we are leading the 
enemy to its destruction.” 

“Il say that this spirit must win in 
the end. It is impossible that it should 
be beaten in the long run, and the 
splendor of the French courage in the 
face of what looks like defeat, is 
equalled, at Jeast,“Wy the calm and 
dogged assurance oO® our -English 
troops, ‘They haye-repeated the same 
words to me over and over’ again, 
these wounded men, these oulposts at 
points of peril, these battalions who 
go marching on to another fight with- 
out sleep, Without rest, knowing the foe 
they have to meet, 

“We are all right; you can call it a 
retreat if you like but we are retreat- 
ing in good order and keeping that 
way. 

“They have retreated before a million 
of men swarming across the country 
like a vast ant heap with a valor that 
has gained for the Enylish and French 
glory. 

“Such a thing has never been done 
before in the history of warfare. It 
would seem incredible and tmpossible 
to military experts who know the 
meaning of such fighting and the 
frightful difficulty of keeping an army 
together in such circumstances,”

CANNOT SURVIVE LOSS 


Superiority of Artillery and Pluck of British Soldiers Rapidly Telling 
on Teuton Invaders—A Few More Days of Such Fighting and 
Kaiser’s Army Will Have Destroyed Itself, Says War Corres- 
pondent—Atackers Manifesting Unmistalrable Signs of Un- 
steadiness and Demoralization—-No Official News is Given of 
Momentous Struggle Now ‘Taking Place. 


FLASH—Petrograd, Sept. } —T he : surrender of Lemberg, capi- 
tal of Austrian Galicia, is announced by Minister of War Sukhomlinoff, 

Rome, Sept. 3.—(8:40 a.m., via Paris) —The Russian embas SSy 
has been notified that the Austrians were overwhelmed in the defeat 
near Lemberg losing more than 100,00 men and 50 cannon. 

Signal Victory is Expected. 

London, Sept. 3.—The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
sends the following on the operations on the Russian front: 

“Russia is scoring success after success against the Austrians and 
is momentarily expecting news of a signal victory. 

“The commander-in-chief on the Austrian front apparently 
plans to drive in strongly with one army from the east, starting from 
the Russian provinces adjoining Roumania and in the meantime 
merely aims to restrain the Austrian advances into the Polish pro- 
vinces, thus keeping up all along the line of 200 miles. 

When the Austrians finally realized these plans they attempted 
to turn the Russian left flank near Halic, near the junction of the 
Gnitalip river with the Dniester and a sanguinary fight took place 
there two days ago, The Austrians were signally defeated, losing 

5,000 killed and many prisoners, including one general, 32 guns, a 
Blavidand and quantities of supplies. Apparently the progress of the 
southern Russian army from Podolia in Galicia has been a series of 
fights on an increasing scale until a third river, known as the Fowl 
Lipa was reached, The fight for the purpose of the valley of the 
Fowl Lipa was severe. The Austrians had realized the strength of the 
Russians and had strongly fortified a naturally formidable position. 
This was carried after an obstinate fight. The Austrian force, a whole 
army corps, lost about half its strength. 

“These actions occurred on the Russian left, 
ing in Russian territory. IH is evident that all the actions were 
of a concerted movement with the surrounding ef Lemberg as 
objective, thus dealing a death blow to the Austrian defence.” 

Army Will Destroy Itself. 

London, Sept. 3.—The Chronicle’s correspondent at the tront 
writing from an unnamed town in the department of Somme Tues- 
day says: 

~ “Superiority of the British artillery coupled with the pluck of the 
British infantry is rapidly telling on the German attackers. A few 
more days such as Sunday and Monday and the German army invad- 
ing northern France will have destroyed itself completely. 

“No army that ever existed could endure and survive the terrible 
losses sustained by the Germans in the last tew days. Whole divis- 
ions of infantry have been blotted out and shattered and the Cerman 
ranks are beginning to show demoralization

Sir Donald was in Edmonton for a 
few hours lost evening, on his way

If the canny Scotch-Canadian rall- 
way vice-president is right in his pres-

CITY HALL NOTES 

At the regular tri-weekly meeting 
of the city commissioners, held on 
Wednesday afternoon, it was decided 
to send out notices of a special meet- 
ing of the city council on Friday after- 
noon at 3 o'clock, The meeting is 
called for the purpose of attending to 
the offer of J. D, McArthur to pave the 
St. Albert trail from Alberta avenue to 
the railway yards, one mile northwest. 
Other regular business will also be at- 
tended to at this meeting. 


The estimated cost of the St. Albert 
trail work will be between $27,000 and 
$30,000. The street will be paved with 
an 18-foot strip, the city to bear 20 
per cent. of the cost, amounting § to 
about $6,5000, and the McArthur com- 
pany the balance, and taking city de- 
bentures as security, It was stated by 
the mayor that at the present time the 
undertaking of such an amount of pay- 
ing means much to the labor men, and 
also leads to other work that will mean 
a great deal to the city. 

A delegation composed of the mayor 
and residents of the village of Beyer- 
ley, east of the city, waited on the 
commission board for the purpose of 
securing information as to the steps 
to be taken, in conjunction with the 
city, for the Installation of a lighting 
und telephone system, It was stated 
that debentures for a considerable 
amount had been raised, which also al- 
lowed for the building of a city hall 
and fire hall combined, to cost 10,-

New Pontiff Is Archbishop of

Century and a Half Since Last

Rome, Sept. 3.—Cardinal Della Cheisa 
has been elected pope in succession to 
Pius X. The new pope will assume 
ithe name Benedict XVI

Cardinal Giacoto Della Chiesa, who 
was today elected pope by the sacred 
| college, in succession to Piux X who 
| died August 20, was created a cardinal 
! May 25, 1914. He is the archbishop of 
| Bologna, Italy. He was born at Pegll, 
i nthe diocese of Genes November 21, 
1854, and was ordained a priest Dec- 
ember 21, 1878. He served as secretary 
of the Nociature in Spain from 1883 to 
1887 in which year he was appointed 
secretary to the late Cardinal Rampolla. 

He was appointed substitute secre- 
| tary of state In 1902 and in 1907 he was 
‘elected to the post of advisor of the 
| holy office. In 1969 he was appointed 
| abe nuncio of Madrid in succession to 

Mer. Rianoldini, but this appointment 
was Cancelled thre days luter. This in- 
cident occurred just before he was 
made archbishop of Bologna. When 
Mer. Della Chiesa was given this post 
it was declared in Rome that it was 
mainly with the object of combatating 
}modern religious ideas, Bologna being 
| the headquarters of the National De- 
|mocratic league, whose members ad- 
| vocated what Is known as “Modernism” 
}in religion. 

In January, 1914 while still at Bolog- 
ce the present pope issued a pastoral 
ae strongly condemning the tango. 

It has been 156 years since the time 


‘of the last Pope Benedict. 

| According to a despatch from Rome 
dated at 2:50 yesterday afternoon and 
received in New York early today the 
White Star line steamer Canopic bear- 
fing Cardinals Gibbons and O'Connell 
| to Rome was not due at Naples until 
tomorrow. Therefore, it is probable 
that neither of the two American car- 
dinals participated in the election of 
the pope. 

The choice falls on a cardinal of Ita- 
lian birth, as was expreased from tradi- 
tion, and also from the disturbed condi- 
tions in Europe, which mitigated 
against the selection of a pope outside 
of the Italian hierarchy of 24.
